When he returned half an hour later, 


he happened to glance at the side of a 
barn near the shop and saw with sur- 
prise an accurate though hurriedly 
drawn charcoal picture of his cuiricle 
and horses. 
" Who druw that?" he inquired. 
"That little Irouzy head yonder," 


replied the blacksmith, pointing to a 
boy in homespun who was chopping 
wood in the dooryard opposite as if his 
whole mind was occupied with his task.

when tbe little fellow looked np with

Months afterward, as he sat at 


breakfast, a servant brought him a pack- 
age containing a homemade clean shirt 
and said that a boy at the doer had 
asked her to deliver it as au all suffi- 
cient introduction. But the senator 
could not understand its significance, so 
ho sent for the boy, whom he at once 
recognized as the youthful genius of the 
roadside. 


With all his faults, Burr was a gen- 


erons man at heart, aud he spared 
neither pains nor expense to give the 
yontn the best of instruction m bis 
chosen profession. From an artistic 
point of view the student became very 
successful as the great painter Vander- 
lyn, although he lived a life of poreity. 


He painted the portraits of Aaron 


Bnrr and his daughter, Theodosia, from 
which were taken the fine engravings 
by which we know them He died near 
the spot where he drew the picture of 
the waiting team. His career is a noble 
monument to the better side of tbe na- 
ture of his benefactor, a nature not 
wholly devoid of sweetness and light, 
although darkened by freqnent clouds 
through his mature life aud finally 
eclipsed iu the murky gloom of n purely

GOLFING PHILOLOGY. 


I5e- 
Deilvatlon of Carious Terms Which 


long to tbe Game. 


To tbe enthusiastic golfer tbe game ia 


never out of season 
Fitted with "arc- 


tic" goloshes aud a warm knitted 
waistcoat, he ia seen upon the linkh ou 
many a day which appears .nclemeut to 
the uninitiated. Perhaps this disregard 
of snow an'l ice is natural when one 
comes to look vip the derivation o£ golf- 
ing terms Many of the words come di- 
rectly from the Icelandic langoages, 
others have synonyms m Gaelic or 
Swedish. 


The tee, or little uodula of gravel or 


earth from which the golfer strikes off 
his ball, at the beginning of each link, 
is derived from "tia," an Icelandic verb 
signifying "to point out " 


Again, "golf" itself evidently comes 


from the Scandinavian "kolf," a clnb, 
the Gaelic iorm being "colb" aucl the 
Icelandic- form being "kolfr" (a clapper 
of a bell or bulb). 


The "links" come straight from the 


Swedish "lynka," meamug a "twiot" 
or "crook;" hence its application to tbe 
windings of the coast, tbe sandy, barren 
ground called "links" in Scotland. 


To "put" (pronounced "putt'M comes 


from the Gaelic "put," signifving to 
push or throw, as when the useful "put- 
ter" 
propels the golf ball from the 


"putting green" into the hole. 


The "lofter" is derived from the Ice- 


landic "loft"—that is, shy or air—a 
Danish form being "loft" for ceiling or 
loft.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Delicate Instruments.

THREE BATS OF MONEY. 


Plan* of J. Sterling Morton for the Con. 


cregs on Financial Subjects at th« 
Exposition 
When the monetary conference in 


connection with the Omaha Exposition 
and under the auspices of the congresa 
committee of the lady managers is 
held—and probably in September—all 
beliefs with regard 
to the general 


money question will have a hearing. 


That is the determination of J. Ster- 


ling Morgan, ex-Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, chairman ol the committee to ar- 
range for the congress. He has com- 
municated his general plan, and that 
plan Is: 


That the congress shall occupy three 


days and be held sometime in the 
month of Septfimber. It 
shall last 


three days. One day shall be known 
as Silver Day, with addresses by W. J 
Bryan, and Charles A. Towne. An- 
other shall be called Gold Day, with 
addresses by Horace White of the New 
York Evening Post, Ed ward Atkinson 
of Boston, and others of "that faith 
and style." A third day shall be 
known as Paper Money Day, with ad- 
dresses by General Weaver, Bland and 
the original greenbackere in the fore- 
noon and by Eckles, Hepburn, Cannon, 
Cornwall and other bankers of exper- 
ience opposed to irredeemable cur- 
rency.

Mr. Hambidge says of one of tho 
"patches" where the miners live: Each 
little house, with tho boxes, cubby 
holes and fences about it, hns been btiilt 
by the man who lives iu it. And he is 
a laborer, astrugglerior mere csistauco, 
not deft in the use of tools, uor with an 
eye for the symmetrical, nor with on 
appreciation for anything beyond the 
most primal facts of living. The roufs 
of the buildings slant at all angles, 
with no two siiles of the same length or 
deflection. One portion will have oaves, 
while its companion will soorn the lux- 
ury. The same incongruity prevails ev- 
erywhere. Some of tho small openings 
usetHor windows are high, while others 
are low. One door will open in and an- 
other out. The hinges have evidently 
come from the company scrap pile,>and 
the staples and latches and looks from 
the same source. Some of the roofs have 
shingles, others_weatherboardsx while 
others are formed of great pieces of 
rtuty ibeet Iron.

PRIME MINISTER; 


Nowhere il>« in the World il There Any 


FMltlon at Once So Powerful and So 
Aamumlum—The Office I* Without Legal 
foundation. 


Nowhere else in the world is there 


iny position at once so powerful and so 
anomalous. So long .as be remains 
prime minister the premier of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom is possessed of more real 
power tban any single individual, un- 
less it be tbe czar or the president of 
the United States. 


Yet, great as is the power of prime 


minister, the office has np foundation on 
law. The prime minister is quite as un- 
known to the law ns is the cabinet. If 
a legal pedant, 'blind to all facts not in 
the statutes or tbe. textbooks of the 
common lavr, were asked to define tbe 
office of prinio minister and to describe 
the cabinet, be would be utterly at a 
loss. 


In theory the prime minister is only 


t privy councilor at the head of a de- 
lartmVct cf ?:ato who is specially in 
he sovereign's confidence aud who. usn 
lly pvesislrs at an informal gathering 
{ certain of tbe privy councilors who 
.apjjiri! to 1 jld officf s of state—-A gath- 
rins whicsh is called tho cabinet. Tbut

i enmeu)!:- 
Ho forms his cabinet by 


r-'kiii" Cii'Ti:i members of the two 
•oosus to liol I tbe great offices of state. 
Ie might do ihis iu cue day aud with- 
•at consulting any cue. 


As a matter of fact, what usually 


lappeiin is this: As soon as the cominis- 
iioa.to foiiii a government has been re- 
vived, tlrj prime minister takes into 
:is conStleuc'ti the two or three who will 
•lold tha chief offices, aud they talk 
together over the o'ther names. When a 
man is decided upon, he, as a rule, 
.joins the conclave and helps to consult 
as to men and places, and so the cabinet 
gradually evolves itself. No doubt, as 
generally happens iu this world, the 
prime minister's choice is never really 
free. 


Certain men must be in the cabinet, 


whatever happens, and hence they may 
be said not to be chosen by the premier 
but to be ministers in their own right 
In spite, however, of this, the fact tha 
they are asked to serve by the premie 
makes them feel bis snpsriority. When 
the cabinet'is made, tbe theory of th 
unwritten constitution is that tbe cabi 
net governs. In reality it seldom doe 
anything of the kind. 


Each cabinet minister has very grea 


power in hia own. department, bnt tb 
cabinet as a cabinet can do little. Since 
however, it knows everything that is 
going on it can exercise a great deal o 
indirect power. The previous knowl 
edge that tbe majority of tbe cabine 
would like or dislike a particular pol 
icy has a great influence, bnt still tb 
cabinet does not rule. Tbe prime minis 
ter summons, presides over and largely 
controls the cabinet meetings. If a va 
cancy occurs, be fills it up, and so can 
promote from the lower to the highe: 
offices. 


Then he can and does confer with bi 


colleagues iu regard to the business o: 
their departments, and so has a hol< 
upon the whole machine of government 
Sir Robert Peel saw every member o1 
his cabinet separately overy day. Again 
if there, be a difference between two 
other members of the government, tbe 
premier decides. If there be an irrecon 
oilable difference between himself auc1 
i minister, it is the minister and no 
tho premier who resigns. 


Lastly, the prime minister can, by re- 


signing himself, dissolve tho whole min- 
istry. These things, small iu them- 
selves, taken together, make tbe prime 
minister's position-- what it is. He 
makes and can unmake a cabinet. Ho 
presides over it, and bo has the right 
toadvise in regard to every department, 
chough this right is of course seldom 
exercised, and he has secured to him 
beforehand the support of the rank auc 
file or of any cabinet if it comes to a 
struggle between him and a colleague, 
because the rank and file know that il 
the premier is beaten he has it iu bis 
power to; upset the whole machine of 
government. 


Hence the voices of those who want 


to keep in office .are always found.on 
cue side of the premier.—Pearson's 
Weekly.
